Mr. Walker is talking the matter 
up in the other towns, as will be 
seen by the following from the Grand 
Forks Herald: 
“C. P . Walker, one of the pro­ 
prietors of the 'Broad and Basket 
Circuit’ of theatres, baseball enthu­ 
siast, etc., spent Sunday and Mon­ 
day in the city and. of course, had a 
few lines to say on the baseball situa­ 
tion for the coming season. 
Mr. 
Walker would like to see an eight 
club league for the coming summer, 
and in that connection stated that he 
did not see why Winnipeg, Grand 
Forks, Fargo, Brainerd, St. Cloud, 
West Superior and Duluth would not 
make a league that would be a win­ 
ner from the start. 
Each town 
named has a large number of cranks 
in the baseball line and there is no 
doubt in his mind, that if the matter 
was taken up in time that such a 
league oould be organized aod made 
a success . 
“He is of the opinion, however, that 
whatever is done should be done 
quickly, in order that the several 
towns could begin getting their teams 
together as soon as possible. Mr. 
Walker is of the opinion that each 
team should play all other towns 
under a guarantee solely and that in 
this way it would be a very easy 
matter for the various towns to figure 
what they would be called upon to 
produce at the required time. 
Some 
of the smaller places, he thinks, 
would be compelled to put up more 
cash than they would receive as a 
result of the games of the season, but 
after the guarantee was decided upon 
It would be a matter easily to be 
figured to see w iat sum it would be 
necessary to raise for this season.
